Jacob Reed was born in Schellshurg 


on Augnst 3, 1821. and died at his late 
residence in Bedford. Monday at 2 p. 
m., December 12, 1905. hence was 84 
years, four months and nine days old.

After the erection 
of Fulton county in 1850 he removed 
his store to McConnellsbnrg, where he 
built a fine residence on the public 
square. In 1S54 he ivas elected pro 
thonotary of Fulton county.

term he removed his store to Bedford. 
After the death oi his wife he re- 
linquished th« mercantile business 
and moved to his farm, near Saxton. 
•where he resided several years, after 
which lie returned to Bedford and 
purchased a half interest in the fire 
insurance business of Rev. Elias Shoe- 
maker. Later he purchased the entire 
interest and continued the bus:oess 
up to the time of his death. Som^ fe.v 
years ago be admi ted his son William 
S. Reed into the firm. 


Mr. Reed was kind, gentle and conr 


teous. He was an ardent Christian 
and from his early boyhood was a con- 
sistent member 
of the 
Reformed 


church, to which he was liberal in his 
contributions, as well as to the poor 
and suffering. He never turned away 
any poor and needy person empty- 
handed. He was industrious, honest 
and obliging, had many warm personal 
friends and his genial face will be 
missed from our streets. He had the 
faithful, untiring and constant care of 
his devoted daughter and son to con- 
sole him in his protracted illness. 


He was a son of Michael and Eliza- 


beth Schell Reed, and is survived by 
four children, Miss Mary and William 
S., of Bedford, and Edwin E. and 
Horace B., of Saxton. 
Three brothers 


and two sisters also survive, namely. 
John P., of Bedford, Joseph, of Pitts- 
burg, P. A., of Tyrone, and Mrs. Mar- 
garet Colvin and Mrs. Charlotte May, 
of Sulphur Springs.

Electro Maffneta. 


The familiar horseshoe magnet Is 


made of highly tempered steel and 
magnetized so that one end Is a north 
pole, the other a south or perhaps more 
commonly known as a negative and a 
positive. Once magnetized it is always 
magnetic unless the power is drawn 
from it by exposure to Intense heat. 
An electro-magnet, however, can be 
made from any scrap of soft iron, from 
a piece of ordinary telegraph wire to n 
gigantic iron shaft. 
When a current 


of electricity passes through an Insulat- 
ed wire coiled about a soft Iron object 
such as a nail, a bolt or a rod, that ob- 
ject becomes a magnet as long as a 
current of electricity Is passing through 
the coils of wire or helix.

•wire In the form of a spiral spring has 
a stronger fleld than a straight wire 
carrying the same current, for each 
turn or convolution adds its magnetic 
field to that of the other turns, and by
